FACULTY CHANGES 


Miss Margaret Jackson, who has been a member of the Faculty 
for five years, has resigned to accept the librarianship of the Hemp- 
stead, L. I. Public Library. Miss Jackson’s decision to take the 
headship of a library, which she had in contemplation even before her 
student days, will be felt as a loss to the School, for it would be diff- 
cult to over-rate the value and quality of the service she has rendered, 
particularly in connection with the senior and open courses. Her 
loyalty, her resourcefulness, and her knowledge of the publishing 
world, as well as her familiarity with New York’s artistic, dramatic 
and literary activities, have been great assets. Happily Miss Jackson 
is to continue as a lecturer, coming from time to time to meet appoint- 
ments in the junior book selection course. 

As a successor to Miss Jackson the School has been fortunate in 
securing Miss Alice G. Higgins, classifier and executive assistant at 
the Boston Athenaeum. Miss Higgins is a graduate of the Sim- 
mons College School of Library Science, has served in the Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburgh, in The New York Public Library, and in the 
public libraries of Worcester and Somerville, Mass., and Utica, N. Y. 
In 1915, 1916 and 1917, she was an instructor in the summer library 
session at Simmons College. Miss Higgins is to assume her new duties 
on November 1.
